Naturally parents and relatives of 
students believe Hint, should the occasion arise, they can get in 
touch with the college at any time.- It is time that this Talse idea 
be modified, but more than that, it is high time that Sweet Ilriar 
College, in the year 1921), should have constant telephonic connec- 
tions with the rest of the world. It seems that the Bell Telephone 
Company very unwittingly gave, some years ngo, a franchise where- 
by one man holds Sweet Ilriar powerless to catch up with the cen- 
turies as far as telephonic connections are concerned.
